Less  notable,  but  very  meritorius  is  America,,  a-;,big 
budded  pink  rose  that  gives  a profusion  off  bloom.  A 
few  old  friends  are  dropped,  such  as  Mrs.  Chas.  Russell. 
Etoile  de  France  and  Gen.  McArthur,  but  they  never 
were  very  healthy  and  there  are  plenty  of  others  to  take 
their  place. 

We  make  it  our  business  to  test  and  observe  the  new 
and  the  old,  that  our  list  may  truly  represent  all  the 
roses  that  are  just  right  for  our  Colorado  climate.  Our 
conclusions  are  influenced  largely  by  the  reports  from 
our  customers  and  we  withdraw  a rose  as  soon  as  a 
majority  of  those  planting  it  report  on  it  unfavorably. 

The  great  superiority  of  own  root  plants  for  planting 
here  has  been  so  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  average 
gardener  uses  budded  roses  only  when  the  others  cannot 
be  obtained.  And  the  few  roses  that  will  only  do  well 
when  budded  can  easily  be  spared. 

It  is  a certain  satisfaction  to  the  rose  culturist  to  have 
all  the  plants  set  out  develop  evenfy.  No  unsightly 
gaps  are  in  evidence  and  no  last  minute  scrambling  to 
replace  sickly  and  dead  plants  is  necessary.  For  even, 
vigorous,  healthy  growth,  plant  pot  grown  plants.  Then 
give  them  a chance  by  removing  the  buds  for  a couple  of 
months.  Handled  thus,  your  roses  will  repay  your 
every  effort  and  expense  each  season. 


HINTS  FOR  PLANTING  ROSES 

To  get  the  most  out  of  roses  they  should  be  planted  in 
an  open  unshaded  place  as  nearly  level  as  possible.  The 
ground  that  gives  the  best  result  is  heavy  clay,  well 
drained;  but  any  ordinarily  heavy  soil  will  suffice.  No 
fertilizer,  should  be  used  in  the  bed  unless  it  is  buried 
at  least  two  feet.  Ground  bone  meal  should  be  spaded 
in  to  the  extent  of  a half  pound  to  the  square  yard. 

Bedding  roses  should  be  spaced  about  16  inches  each 
way.  Knock  the  rose  plant,  dirt  and  all,  out  of  the  pot 
and  set  about  1^2  inches  deeper  in  the  ground  than  in 
the  pot  and  press  the  earth  firmly  around  the  ball  of 
roots. 

Water  profusely  when  watering.  Do  it  in  the  morn- 
ing. Cultivate  frequently.  Do  not  water  again  until  it 
is  really  needed,  then  soak  the  bed  again.
